can get an idea of the queer kind of thinking1 that des- 
1 perate people resort to by noticing that a Leap/tie of 
Nations commission is now formally considering the creation 
of neutral zones in wartime for the protection of children. 


This proposition, advanced by a well-meaning delegation 


from Rumania, would have such neutral zones established 
whenever war broke out. By international agreement, the 
zones would not be bombed, sprayed by poison gas. or visited 
by any other of the distinguishing features of civilized war- 
fare. 


To these zones would be moved, en masse, all the children 


from the potential battle areas of the warring countries.

N 


OW the practical objections to this are so many and so ob- 
vious that it is hardly necessary to mention them. 
The really significant thing is that the mere fact that 


the proposal was made indicates how desperate the human 
racers .growing under the spur of its own failure to become 
civilized, and how fuzzy its thinking is under such circum- 
stances. 


No man who pretends to be civilized can look on the 


bombing of cities, the wholesale destruction of non-com- 
batants, the indiscriminate attacks on densely-populated dis- 
tricts, without feeling1 the most profound horror. 


But to suggest, by the way of cure, that we elaborately 


erect neutral zones and transport children to them by the 
hundreds of thousands is to confess our utter impotence to 
solve a problem which we ourselves created. 


For the way to stop this horror, after all, is simple : stop 


bombing cities.

VTO child was ever killed by a bomb that hit an infantry 
,1 N platoon., an airport, a dockyard, an arsenal, a fort, a bar- 
racks or a. battleshit). 


Children are killed only when the crenerals send their 


bombers out to attack the districts where the children live. 


It is not expecting too much of the generals to ask that 


they fight soldiers instead of children. After all, their de- 
scent" into barbarism has not even the saving excuse of prac- 
ticality: ncMvar and no battle has yet been won by the bomb- 
insr of children. By continuing the practice, all generals con- 
vict themselves of unfitness to inhabit a civilized world. 


And unless we can think of something; better than neu- 


tral zones, we convict ourselves along with them.

The reports are full of such words 


as knots, kinks, sprains, strains and 


. similar terms which mean nothing very 


definite from the point of view of a 
scientific diagnosis. In most instances 
the trouble is a sprain. 


A sprain is usually the result of a 


partial or complete teaer of a part of 
the tissues of the ligament around a 
joint. 


The muscles are fastened to the bones 


by ligaments. These tissues, like oth- 
er tissues, contain blood vessels and 
nerves. The sudden pulling or tear- 
ing of a blodo vessel may cause blood 
to pour out into the tissue, which will 
produce a swelling with pain on move- 
ment. The pulling of a nerve, with 
even small damage to the tissue of the 
nerve, may cause a good deal of con- 
stant pain. 


In the healing of a sprain certain 


definite steps have to be followed. 


First the blood pours into the tissue 


which is torn. Second, this blood 
clots. Third, the clot is absorbed, and 
fourth, healing occurs with some scar- 
ring. 


The first thing, therefore, to be 


done in. the case of a sprain is to con- 
trol the amount of the bleeding as 
much as possible by the use of a 
bandage (stopping the motion of the 


If there is a good deal of pain, the 


pain is controlled by the use of reme- 
dies which can be taken internally. A 
recent method involves the injection 
of a local anesthetic into the tissues. 
This, however, is still being studied, 
and is not recommended as a routine 
treatment. 


In order to aid recovery from the 


sprain as rapidly as possible, it is 
customary as soon as the initial in- 
flammation has disappeared to mas- 
sage the tissues slightly and to begin 
use as soon as they approach normal. 


Heat should not be applied until all 


of the danger at the hemorrhage be- 
ginning again has passed. The value 
of heat is greatest in the final stages, 
when the repair has begun, and it is 
necessary to use massage and move- 
ment to restore completely the action 
of the part that has been damaged.

bought, it had practically no build- 
ings, fences, or other improvements. 
,The farm was very poorly drained and 
as a result the productivity of the soil 
•was .very low. 


Mr. Smith, along with his other im- 


provements, has built two new houses 
and two good barns on the farm. He 
has replaced all old fences with new 
wire and fenced that part of the farm 
that was never under fence. He says 
he has a good well on the farm now, 
one whicn he drilled and is 850 feet 
deep.

Children Learn Safety 


Figures 
tell an 
interesting story 


about children in relation to motor car 
acvident.f. Although children are in- 
creasing steadily in number, child ac- 
cident fatalities are steadily decreas- 
ing 


Fur children under 5 years, the death 


rate per 100.000 population increased 
frurn 8.9 in 1922 to 13.8 in 1929. 
But 


thru a fairly steady decrease set in 
until it reached 9.(j in 193-1. 


Children of school age (5 to 14 years) 


had an even better experience. In 1922 
the rate was 14.1, and it increased until 
1927 when il reached 16.0. Then follow- 
ed an almost continuous recession 
which pulled the rate down to 135 in 
1934-o.ti below 1922. 


Here i.s smother striking thnig about 


the.se figures. From 1922 to 1935 the 
child fatality total increased only four 
per cent, while the total for persons 
I nun 15 to 64 years jumped 186 per 
cent. Children are now louring how 
to l>c safe among the hazards of street 
and highway, but the older folks are 
still very careless. 


Credit for this improvement in the 


nci-ident experience of children is clue 
largely to training in the schools. 


land was made better by holding mois- 
ture and better grazing. 
All brush 


land has been cleared except tnough 
for shade on the pasture which he es- 
tablished by sodding Bermuda and 
seeding Dallis grass, lespcdcza and 
some bur clover. There are ten run- 
ning springs on this pasture that fur- 
nish plenty of water for the forty or 
fifty head of stock. During the driest 
years it has never been known to be 
without plenty of water. 


By rotation, the use of commercial 


fertilizers, and the turning under of 
plenty of legumes and terracing, Mr. 
Smith has increased the production of 
hi.--, corn and cotton almost three times 
as much as when he purchased the 
farm in 1938. When he bought the farm 
and moved on it. it took four acres to 
produce one bale of cotton. Now he 
produces a bale to an acre and a half. 
He has increased his corn yield from 
seven bushels to the acre to'20 bushels 
•IKp acre. 


Another 
good 
improvement 
was 


planting cover crops each year in a 
five-acre orchard anil turning under 
,the cover crop in the spring. He also 
gives the orchard plenty of cultivation 
each season. Mr. Smith says he has 
a home orchard that gives him all the 
| fruit needed for his family use mid 
some for sale.
